There is no HOUSE OF ASSEMBLY or LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL. The power of legislation 
is vested in the Governor and Commander-in-Chief, who is also the General Commanding the 
Garrison. 


There is an EXECUTIVE COUNCIL, the conditions of appointment to which are laid down in 
Instructions passed under the Royal Sign Manual and Signet and addressed to the Governor and 
Commander-in-Chief of the City and Garrison of Gibraltar. 


The EXECUTIVE COUNCIL is composed of the following members:—The Combatant Military 
Officer next in seniority after the Governor, the persons lawfully discharging the functions of 
Colonial Secretary, of Attorney-General, and of Treasurer of the City and Garrison, who are 
styled ex-Officio Members, and three Unofficial Members appointed for a period of three years by 
the Governor under the Publie Seal of the City and Garrison. Unofficial Members are eligible to 
be re-appointed by the Governor for a further period not exceeding three years subject to the 
approval of the Secretary of State.

All were employed for seven complete months on prison reconstruction, doing labouring tasks 
for the Public Works Department, inside and about the Prison. Stones were collected for the same 
Department from July to September. Towards the end of September, the European crisis occurred, 
and the great majority of prisoners were employed exclusively in making sandbags out of cement 
sacks, by hand; this was very tedious and slow work, owing to the coarseness of the material and the 
amount of hardened cement which remained in the bags. One thousand, three hundred of these bags 
were completed up to the 9th of December. (Very unprofitable work). 


About the middle of December, the City Council supplied flour sacks, sugar ‘bags, ete., in quan- 
tity and the work of making sandbags for A.R.P. purposes commenced in earnest. First a second- 
hand sewing machine was purchased for use in the Prison by the City Council, and output of sand- 
bags soon reached 400 per working day. Later a new sewing machine was purchased and the output 
was doubled, and up to the end of the year, 7,800 sandbags were delivered to the City Council. The 
average output from the 16th to the 31st December was 750 sandbags per working day. Saturdays 
are reserved for Prison work, such as cleaning, bathing and laundry. 





The making of sandbags will probably continue for at least another year and the prisoners are 
now really usefully employed. It seems likely that the work will go on to build up a large reserve, 
when the minimum number (200,000) has been completed. 


During the whole year, Colonial Hospital mattresses were made, remade, mended, cleaned, ete., 
as required. 


During the past three years, a continuous effort has been made to employ prisoners on work 
of a useful nature; work of this description has not heen easy to find until recently, because the Pri- 
son cannot compete with local tradesmen. 


The prisoners work, 8 hours per day, except Sundays, ete., when only necessary Prison work 
is performed.

PART II. 


OBSERVATIONS. 


Persons awaiting trial are allowed to wear their own clothes, to smoke anid to be visited by the legal 
profession for purposes of arranging defence. They are not asked to work but if they request to 
be allowed to work, they work separately from convicted prisoners. 


The R.Cs. have a service in the Prison Chapel every Sunday morning and on Holidays and are 
visited by a priest during the week. 


The Protestants are visited by the Ministers of their own denomination frequently, 
In the ease of other creeds, their religious representatives (if any) are notified, when the pri- 
soner is admitted and allowed to visit on the same lines as Christian Clergy. 


As regards industrial training, none has been given in the past, but it has already been decided 
that when recruiting the Staff in future, a carpenter and a mason shall be employed. One vacancy 
occurs in August and it will, if possible, be filled by a tradesman. This tradesman Officer will be 
used as an instructor and every endeavour will be made to find suitable work on which to instruct 
long-term prisoners. 





The very nature of the work performed in he Prison, stone-breaking and carrying, wood saw- 
ing, mattress-making, sewing, pumping water, ete., together with two thirty minutes’ periods of 
walking exercise, keeps prisoners fit, as is established by the health record of the Prison (no seri- 
ous or contagious illness for the past three years). 


In the case of long-term prisoners, special arrangements are made for each one. There is one 
at present who was wholly illiterate. He can now read slowly and write a little. He was ex- 
tremely dirty in person and habits, he is now a particularly clean individual in his person, his 
belongings and his cell and is at present the Prison cook. ; 


Young offenders are generally worked and exercised separately, but there is a certain danger of 
contamination even amongst themselves; good results have heen obtained by pairing, for work, a 
young man with a selected older man. This is practicable in a small Prison. 


Recidivism is decreasing, (Police Statisties). 


The Staff is recruited locally and are carefully chosen for their general character. They are 
trained by being worked with an experienced man under the supervision of the Gaoler. All are 
bilingual. 


Tn a very small Prison, such as this, strict classification is not practical; when a real bad ease is 
received, he is, as far as possible, kept at a task separated from the others. 

A female Staff is employed when female prisoners are received. 

Nothing can be done to help alien prisoners on discharge; they are sent to their own country. 


In the case of Gibraltarians, every endeavour is made by the Superintendent and Gaoler to place 
prisoners, on their release, into suitable employment, and there is every indication that in a few 
cases recidivists are becoming law-abiding citizens. 


These efforts have certainly been taken advantage of and appreciated in many eases. Every 
endeavour is made to impress on prisoners the advantages of leading a lajw-abiding life, and by 
fair treatment, force of example and patience of the Staff, good results are obtained.

The observations are made at the Air Ministry Meteorological Offiee, Windmill Hill Flats. The 
instrument enclosure is 393 feet above sea level and readings are taken at 01, 07, 10, 13, 18 and 22h. 
G.M.T. but the following tables (with a few exceptions noted below) are compiled from readings at 
07, 13 and 18h. G.M.T. only. More detailed data for the station are published in the Daily and Month- 
ly Weather Reports of the Meteorological Office, London, 


EXPLANATORY NOTES ON THE TABLES. 


Mean Air Pressure is expressed in millibars (1000 millibars are equivalent to the pressure due to 
29.53 inches of mereury at 32°F in Lat. 45°N). The cistern of the Barometer is 400 feet above sea 
level, but corrections for latitude, temperature and height have been applied to the readings so as to 
obtain the pressure at mean sea level. The mean pressure refers to the mean of observations at 07, 
13 and 18h. G.M.T. 


Temperature measurements are (with the exception of the grass minimum) made in Pouvred 
sereens 4 feet above the ground in the open. The maximum thermometer is set at O7h. and read at 
18h.; the minimum thermometers are set at 18h. and read at 07h. ; the absolute extremes, however, refer 
to the whole periods of 24 hours. 


Relative Humidity is derived from readings of dry and wet bulb thermometers in the screen. 


Cloud Amount. The proportion of sky covered with cloud is estimated on the scale 0 to 10, the 
entry ‘0’ being equivalent to cloudless sky and ‘10’ to completely overeast sky. 


Rainfall. The rim of the raingauge is one foot above ground. Rainfall totals refer to the 24 
hours beginning at 07h. 


Sunshine. The duration of bright sunshine is measured by means of a Campbell-Stokes recorder. 
In ealeulating the percentage of possible sunshine no allowance is made for the fact that the recorder 
is generally insensitive when the sun is at an altitude of less than 3°. 


Weather. The number of days of rain, snow, hail, thunder and gale are counted irrespective of 
the hour at which the phenomena occur. <A ‘gale’ is a wind of force 8 or upwards on the Beaufort 
Seale. A day with rain is one, commencing at O7h., on which 0.2 mm, (0.01 ins.) or more of precipi- 
tation has fallen. Days with clear and overcast sky are those for which the mean cloud amount 
(from observations taken six times per day) are less than 2/10 or more than 8/10 respectively. Days 
of fog are those on which the range of visibility is less than 1000m. (1100 yards) at any of the six 
observational hours. Ground frost is entered when the reading of the grass minimum thermometer 
js 30°F or lower. Except for ‘precipitation’ the day is the eivil day. 


Wind. Wind speed and direction are recorded by a Dines Pressure Tube anemometer, the head 
of which is 33 feet above ground. In the table the Beaufort scale is adopted for classifying the wind 
force. On this scale Foree § or above represent gales, Forces 4 to 7 moderate to strong winds, Forces 
1 to 3, light breezes. 


WEATHER SUMMARY FOR THE YEAR 1938. 


The year opened with a spell of unusually cold weather during which, on one 
oceasion early in the morning traces of ice were observed on shallow pools. Rain 
fell on several days during the first half of January but after the 11th there was 
an absolute dry spell until 16th February, which saw the commencement of a somewhat unsettled period 
of about 10 days. There was a further absolute dry spell from 26th February to 21st March; in fact, 
apart from a fall of about half an inch on 23rd February the only winter precipitation for nearly two 
and a half months was in the form of a few scattered showers. With the coming of February squally 
easterly winds set in and persisted until the end of the long drought, with the exception of a few days 
in the previously mentioned brief unsettled period in mid-February; they set in again on March 25th 
and persisted until 27th April apart from short breaks on the 9th, 10th and 18th. There was a period 
of fine weather during the latter part of March and the first half of April, after which conditions be- 
came unsettled and showery weather lasted until mid-May bringing a rainfall of 5.76 ins. for the period, 
which was considerably above normal for the time of year. After 9th May the dry season commenced 
and but for two very slight showers in June there was no further fall of rain until 12th September. 
The only noteworthy feature of the summer months was the preponderance of winds from a westerly 
quarter over the Levanters. The winter rainy season was late in starting and the total fall up to 8th 
December was over eight inches below the normal for the season and over fifteen inches below the nor- 
mal for the year. This deficit was made up to some extent by the copious fall in December. Easterly 
winds were almost entirely absent during this month. 


There are one or two outstanding points on the weather of the year taken as a whole which are 
worthy of mention. The great excess of Levanters in the late winter and early spring oceurred at a 
time of the year when they are normally least frequent. On the other hand the excess of westerlies 
over Levanters in the summer months occurred at the time of the year when the latter blow with 
greatest frequeney. The vear taken as a whole was an unusually dry one. April, May and December 
were the only months which did not shew a deficiency in rainfall and even these months did not con- 
tribute a great deal above the average.
